He stated 
t;vit lio ms provLounly ei.;ployed by Ja!'C'^m?;;-c;iilles-Stovall, 
Dallas, as an Assistant Art Director and was employed in 
that capacity for approximately two years and terminated 
hk- cr.ploymont in August, 1963. Kc advised that in the 
fall or early winter of 1962 LEE HARVEY OSV/ALD was 
en.ployed by Jaggars-Chlles-Stovall as a ca^iie.ra trainee. 

recalled that OSV/ALD vias a v/ithdra^/n'^asbcial parson 
and ;;as not liked by fello’w employees. BOVJEN stated that 
or. one occasion he was present while OSV/ALD was discussing 
obtaining a library card so that he could charge out books 
on the. Russian language at .the Public Library. He stated 
that OSV/ALD, at this time, vjas talking to one DENNIS 0PST2IN, 
a co-employee. 30V/EN stated that he told subject that he 
v:ould Inave to furnish the library v/ith a reference prior to 
obtaining a card and BOV/EN gave subject his full name and 
address so that subject viould be able to use same as a 
reference, BOV/EN remarked that he did not give his o;vn 
library card to OSV/ALD and is positive that OSWALD never 
used his card to obtain library boolcs. He did state, however, 
that OSV/ALD could have secured a library card using BOV/EN *s 
name, B0V.EN advised that his wife v;as an employee of the 
Dallas Public Library but to the best of his knowledge never 
kr.ew or had any contact with subject. BOV/EN coiamented that 
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he does not have his library card at this time and believes 
that it is in the possession of one EDDIE R3DDELL, 201 South 
Lancaster Street, Dallas, Texas. BOV/EM stated that OSV/ALD 
never discussed political beliefs or entered into any political 
discussions v/hlle they v/ere employed together. He did recall 
that subject had stated that he vfas from New Orleans and had 
served in the United States Marine Corps. He also stated that 
subject had informed fellovj emoloyeos that he was interested 
in the Russian language. EOV/EN stated t.hat he never met 
subject outside of work and is of the opinion that the only 
employee that did know subject outside of work was DS2C\^IS 
OFSTEIN, who also had an interest in the Russian language, 

EOV/EN believes that OFSTEIN, op at least one occasion, xiad 
OSV/ALD and his wife to dinner. BOV.^ remarked that he 
recollects being present in the office of RAY KAV.10HS, fore- 
man of the Photo Department, when subject was explaining 
Russian symbols on maps which the firm vrais preparing for the 
United States Army, BOV/EN also stated that he rer.iembered 
OSlv'ALD receiving a few outside phone calls but was unable 
to furnish any information concerning these calls. He advised 
that on one occasion he received a call from an unlcr.ov.*n Dallas 
banlc \7hlch was Inquirylng as to vfiether zhe firm would back 
a check dravm on a New Orleans bank and v/hlch OSV/ALD was 
attempting to cash. BOVEN remarked that he transferred this 
call to the Secretary-Treasurer of the company.

Mrs. OSV/ALD listed her 
previous address as 1455 Sheridan, Bronx, and stated she had 
lived there for four months.
